i thon learned from tho old ranchman 


nemo curious 1'ncts nbout tho wild horses 
ot tho plains. Every ollort to destroy 
thorn hiis provod futilo, and thonidottiio 
Territorial 
government is nos.v to ba 


a<l;od.to eradicate tboir bands. They 
havo incroasod so wonderfully within the 
])ast fow ywars that they have bocomo 
an unbearable nui.sanco to the stock- 
growoi-K oC tho plains. They graze in 
bands of twenty, llfty, and oven ono hun- 
dred, and are very d'idlcult to approach. 
An

stallion 
generally 
occupies 


souio elevation, and ho 
will trumpet

alarm 
to 
tho herd 
it 
bo sees 


any ono coining. In times of danger from 
wild beasts the stallions form a circle und 
tho mares and colts are put inside, Tho 
colts aro often attacked by wolves or 
Rocky Mountain lions, but (.hoy novel-suc- 
ceed in killing a colt witbouta battle with 
tho horses, and often tho wolves and lions 
aro kicked and beaten so badly that they 
havo to boat a retreat without securing 
their prey. 


Tho stallions aro regular Mormons, and 


get all th* mares they can. 
They cross 


and rocross tho country looking for mares, 
nnd even proselyting for horses to enter 
their band. If cow ponies stray too far 
from tho cattlo'or cninp, tho first thing 
they know they aro rounded up by an old 
stalliou and driven oil into tho hills. Otton 
a wild herd will discover a tamo band of 
horses grazing quietly in tho valloy, with 
no intention of leaving their range, but 
tho-bnnd o£ wild horses, led on by tboir 
stallions, dash .down, into tho valley, 
capture thorn, and carry them away. 
The ivild stallio-.is 
are 
shot without 


mercy by the ranchmen. 
1£ 
ono is 


soon grazing on a hill he is sneaked up 
upon and dropped in his tracks. They are 
very difficult to approach, but liko tho 
tamo horsos aro easily killed. A bullet in 
almost any part of the body will cause 
tho horse to drop on tho plain. 


Tho Indians aro .the best, wild-horse 


li untors, but they do not liko to bo out in. 
stormy weather and they can not stand 
tho cold of winter as well as white men. 
In a storm ia' tho best time to hunt wild 
Horsos, for they bunch and can not sec 
any one approaching until it is too late 
to got out of tho way of tho bnllots. It is 
generally useless for a hunter to attempt 
to ran down a wild horso with a tamo ono. 
Tho lame horso, weighted down by tho 
burcloii of tho hunter's body, soon tiros, 
and tho wild horso easily escapes. Some- 
times the hunters discover the tracks ol 
wiid horses near a stream and thon hunt 
for thoir watering place. Tno band al- 
ways waters at tho same place, and al- 
though right on t!io stream, tho horsos 
will go up'or down it for a milo or more 
in 
order 
to 
drink 
at 
tuoir 


accustomed wntoring-place.' Hiding in a 
bush or-crawling to a bluff, tho hunter 
lies in wait until tho horsos come to the 
water and then shoots tuom. It is di.'ll- 
cult to catch them, as they seem to know 
instinctively when hunters areabout, and 
if thoy ovon suspect danger they will at 
onco Icavo tho locality. 
Asmoke or any 


.thing unusual will stnmpodo' thorn, and 
thoy will run forty or fifty miles botoro 
lotting up. Their seme ot smell is very 
acute, and on the wind side about a mile 
is as close ns a hunter cau.get before being 
discovered by his odor, and tbo horsos avo 
oif in a jiffy. 


Tho -\vintor is the btMt season for wild- 


horso hunting in Wyoming. 
Tho animals 


got discouraged by .the doop snows and 
become hungry and poor. 
Thoy aro apt 


at such timos to bunch in tho cottouwood 
groros, whore thoy eat tho bark oft the 
troos and chow up all tho small limbs 
thoy ca'n roach. In winter, too, tho horse 
hunters can. unite with it tho business of 
'wolfing." Perhaps somo pooplo do not 
tenow what 
"wolfing" 
is. 
Woll, 
a 


wolCor" is simply u wolf hunter, or a 


man who kills wolves for thoir hides and 
,ho reward offered for thair destruction. 


Awolfor goes nut into the section of 


country where tho wolves aro thickest 


nd buiMs him a cabin. 
Ho will thon kill 


ono or two antelopes, skin thoin, and drag 
.ho bloody carcass in pioces all about tho 
country. Tho meat is thon poisoned with 
.trychuino and lolt near his cabin. Tho 
wolves got on tho bloody tl'ailsand follow 
bom up until thoy como to .tho moat, o[ 
which they oat honrtily, and of course 
thaff is tho last of thorn. Tho wolfor has 
his baiU in all parts of tho country, and 
coos from ono placo to another 'skinning 
up.' " 


When tho wolfor hunts wolves and 


jcrsos together ho takes two swiftponies, 
one oC which ho rides and tho other ho 
oads, packed with his bodding, grub and 
iraps. ' Ho goes over vast tracts of _tor- 
ritory, and it is only by hard ridi-ng'and 
;orriblo exposure ho can hope to como up 
;o tho wild horsos. When onco upon thorn 
ho does not attempt to catch tholu, but 
;ills them, a wild stallio.n's scalp bolng 
worth twenty-five., dollars among tho 
stockmen o'f tho region whcro ho ranges.

workmen and more than ono thousand 
mon and throo hundred miiics woro nn- 
ganod ImnliiiK ore from thu ininos to t!m 
reduction mills lit Coutentioif. oifrht milos 
distant.
